1655.THE TERROR (1963-UsA). COLOR. With BORIS KARLOFF, JAGK NICHOLSON, SANDRA 
KNIGHT. Produced and directed by ROGER CORMAN; Assogiate producer FRANCIS COPPOLA. Here 
is an eerie and, in its modest way, legendary chiller starring’a’pair of screen giants from different cinematic 
eras: Boris Karloff, master of the macabre who will be forever refmembered for his roles as monsters and 
crazed scientists in scores of films from thé»1930s through 60s; and Jack Nicholson, then near the 
beginning of his career, who was to become one of the movies’ enduring superstars in the 1970s and 80s. 
Karloff plays the master of a mysterious castle, located on the Baltic coast; Nicholson is a lieutenant of 
Napoleon's army who arrives on.4hé’scene in seatch of a strange girl (Sandra, then the actor's real-life 
spouse) who on several occasions has appeared before him - and promptly vanished. He recognizes her 
likeness in a painting, only to bestold that she is the master’s long-dead wife. The story of the film’s 
production is the stuff of which legends are made. Corman, the cult director-producer and an expert at 
low-budget filmmaking, shot all of Katloff’s sequences in three days because he could only afford to pay 
the actor for that amount of time. Incredibly, the filming took place while the sets from Corman’s previous 
effort were being taken down around the actors. Nicholson was one of a number of Hollywood talents 
(among them are Martin Scorsese, Francis Coppola and Peter Bogdanovich) who served their celluloid ap- 
prenticeships under Corman. Allegedly, Corman allowed the actor to take over the direction of some of 
the4ilm. Coppola and Monte Hellman, among others, also reportedly worked on this gem of cinema

1676,SUNDAYS AND CYBELE (1962 - France). With HARDY KRUGER, NICOLE COURCEL, 
PATRICIA GOZZI.

Hardy Kruger gives one of his finest performances as an 
unhappy, deeply disturbed pilot who has killed a young girl while on a bombing mission in the Indochina 
War. He now suffers from amnesia, and has settled in a small town outside Paris. He is both looked after 
and loved by a beautiful nurse. This “lost child” finds himself drawn to a vulnerable girl who’s nearly 
twelve years old, and who had been abandoned by her father at a boarding school. They develop a 
friendship that is warm and compassionate, and communicate in a manner that becomes special and 
meaningful to them both. Nonetheless, in a cold, suspicious world, their relationship comes to be 
perceived as unnatural - and perverse. This tale of tainted innocence remains as compelling and touching 
as when it was first released.

For this reason among others, Gun 
Cargo becomes a worthy nominee for “Worst Movie of All Time”: a film so dreadful that it somehow manages to 
entertain.

He hires a new crew, which consists of thugs rather 
than tars; a girl disguised a5 a boy; and one Jim Parker, an inexperienced but tough young captain. Soon there is 
a mutiny, a rape attempt, a case of amnesia, a murder, a bizarre sequence set in an island nightclub, some hilariously 
hokey special effects—and those ever-present, ridiculous, telephoned-in performances.
